GREAT CONNECTICUT ESTATE 
TO BE MADE BIRD SANCTUARY 


E. C. Converse, Greenwich Multi- 
Millionaire, to Emplcy Ortholo- 
giet for Work. 
GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 13.—E. C. 
Converse, multimillionaire, will make 
his 1500 acres here into a bird sanctuary 
to aid the national movement for the 
conservation of bird life. An ornitholo- 
gist from the Massachusetts Agricultu- 
ral College will be employed for the 
work at Conyers Manor, as the Converse 
estate is known. His work will include 
the raising of wild ducks and the winter 
feeding and protection of insectiverous 

birds. 
A bird census will be taken at the 
start and comparisons made as the work 
progresses. Special attention will be giv- 
en to the increase of insect-eating birds. 
Qualfl and grouse will be protected 
from human hunters and other enemies. 
Systematic feeding will prevent deaths 
by starvation in a severe winter. Meas- 
ures will be taken to make the lake of 
100 acres especially attractive to breed- 
ing pairs of wild ducks. The red squir- 
rels which now infest the great stretches 
of woods will be kept in check. 


U. S. WARSHIPS ABLE TO HIDE 
LOCATION IN RADIC MESSAGES 


Communicated With Navy Yards 
During War Game Without Let- 
“Eaemy” Know Where They Were. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Sending of 
rediograms by Vessels at sea without 
an approximate location of the ship dis- 
patching the message, a problem which 
has confronted naval strategists since 
the discovefy of wireless communica- 
tion, virtually has been accomplished. 
Experiments in this direction which 
were made by the 15 “enemy” divisions 
of the Atlantic fleet in the recent war 
game were said by naval officials to- 
day to have been highly satisfactory. 
ng the time the two forces were 
en ed in the maneuvers, one moving 
to attack the coast and the other to 
defend it, the vessels were in constant 
communication with the navy yards: and 
supply stations ashore, but neither force 
was able to determine the location of 
the other by use of wireless. A means 
known only to the Navy Department 
was employed. 
Ordinarily, naval officers say, an ex- 
rerienced operator can estimate the 
lucation or distance of a vessel by lis- 
tening to or receivirig messages it is 
sending.

11 DIRECTORS OF 
NEW HAVEN ROAD 
PLAGED ON TRIAL 


Government Not to Push Case 
Against One of 12 Accused 
Men Because of His Age. 


William Rockefeller One of De- 
fendants in Anti-Trust Con- 
spiracy Case. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW. YORK, Oct. 13.—When the trial 


of the directors and former directors 
of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railway .Co., charged with con- 
spiracy to monopolize the traffic of 
New England, was begun today, Gov- 
ernment counsel failed to mention the 
name of George MacCullough Miller, 


one of the 12 defendants cited to ap- 
pear. Miller is 8 years old, and it was 
explained that the Government would 
not press the case against him on ac- 
count of infirmities due to his age. 

Scores of spectators mingled with 
talesmen in court. All were eager to 
get a view of the defendants, among 
them some of the foremost financiers 
of the country. They were William 
Rockefeller, Lewis Cass Ledyard, D. 
Newton Barney, Robert W. Taft, A, 
Heaton Robertson, Edward D. Robbins, 
James S. Hemingway, Charles F. Rrook- 
er, Charles M. Pratt, Henry K. McHarg 
and Frederick 24. Brewster. 

All defendants previously had been 
erraigned except Charles M, Pratt, who 
today pleaded not guilty. The examina- 
tion of talesmen was then begun, De- 
laney Nicoll putting the questions in 
behalf of the defendants. 

In all, 17 attorneys appeared for the 
defense. William Rockefeller took a 
seat near his counsel, R. V. Lindabury. 

The trial is one of a number of pro- 
ceedings that have been directed in the 
past few years against the New Haven 
road, in investigating the question of 
a:leged violation of the SHerman anti- 
trust law. The maximum penalty, if 
the defendants are convicted, is one 
year in prison and $5000 fine, as pro- 
vided in that section of ‘the Sherman 
law known as the criminal clause, 

‘Test of Personal Guilt. 

The indictment of the defendants, 
which was returned last November, rep- 
resents the efforts of the present ad- 
ministration, it is said, to carry to an 
issue in the courts the quéstion of the 
personal guilt of directors of an alleged 
monopolistic corporation. The proceed- 
ings were taken, it Is understood, at the 
direct instigation of President Wilson. 

There were originally 21 defendants, 
whose names are among the foremost 
in financial affairs in the United States. 
Three of these gained iinmunity on the 
ground that they had testified at pre- 
vious New Haven proceedings and six 
were granted separate trial on the plea 
that they were not directors when cer- 
tain of the acts charged in the indict- 
ments were committed. 

The six men granted separate trial 
are G. F. Baker, DeWitt Cuyler, Theo- 
dore N. Vail, Francis T. Maxwell, Ed- 
ward Milligan and Alexander Cochrane. 
The three given immunity were William 
Skinner, James 8S. Elton and John Bi!- 
lard. 

The indictments were procured. chief- 
ly on the testimony of Charles S. Mel- 
len, former president of the New Ha- 
ven, who is expected to be the Govern- 
Tent’s star witness at the trial. They 
charge in a general way that the New 
Haven directors, for the past 25 years, 
in fact from the day of the enactment 
of the Sherman law, July 2, 189, com- 
bined, under the control of the road, 
virtually all the railroads, trolley lines 
and water lines of New England which 
they did not drive out of business, thus 
extinguishing all competition. 

100 Witnesses for Government. 

More than 160 corporations are men- 
tioned in the indictment as thus having 
been unlawfully controlled, and _ the

most innumerable transactions by

Permanent Statues at Entrance to Art 
Museum to Be Formally Unveiled Sunday 


“ SCULPTURE” 
By DANIEL CHESTER FRENCH 
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MUSEUM 10 Bt 
UNVEILED SUNDAY 


Both of Marble, One Represent- 
ing “Sculpture” and Other 
“Painting’’—Cost $10,000. 


Two marble statues, representing 
“Sculpture” and ‘“Painting,’’ have been 
completed and placed at the entrance 
to the Art Museum in Forest Park, 
vw. ve they will be publicly unveiled at 
4 o’clock Sunday afternoon. 

Thé statues have been purchased by the 


Administrative Board of Control of the 
Art Museum, and, while the cost has 
not been determined definitely, Direc- 
tor Holland said it would be between 
$10,000 and $12,000. 

“Painting” is a design by the late 
Louis St. Gaudens, and the actual work 
of cutting the figure in marble has 
been done by his widow, who has been 
in St. Louis several weeks finishing 
her task. It is of classic and. neroic 
proportions, showing a partially draped 
woman sitting in a large chair, with 
palette in left hand and brush in right 
hand. She appears to be studying an 
imaginary canvas.upon which she is 
supposed to be working. 

“Sculpture,”’ by Daniel Chester 
French was completed at his studio in 
New York. It, too, shows the figure 
of a partially draped: woman in a chair. 
Her left arm is outstretched with 
chisel in hand over a block of partly 
hewn marble. In the right hand she 
holds a mailet. The partly hewn mrr- 
ble, at which shé is working, dimly 
shows the outline of a family group. 

Both figures are about §8 feet high, 
and both are in Tennessee marble. 
‘Painting’ will rest at the east side of 
the museum entrance steps and ‘“Sculp- 
ture’’ at the west side. Both statues 
were first done in plaster for the Lou- 
isiana -Purchase Exposition. 

The unveiling will be by Mrs. St. Gau- 
dens. Cass Gilbert, the New York 
architect who designed the Art Muse- 
um, and David R. Francis will speak 
at the exercises. 


ORVILLE WRIGHT SELLS HIS 
INTEREST IN. AERO COMPANY 


Will Become Consulting Enginéer for 
Syndicate That Gets 97 Per Cent 
of Stock. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Orville Wright 
has sold his entire interest In the 
Wright Aeroplane Co. at Dayton, O,, 
to a syndicate consisting of William 
8. Thompson, Albert H. Wiggin, pres- 
dent of the Chase National Bank of 
New York, and T. Frank Manville of 
the H. W. Johns-Manville Co., accord- 
ing to an announcement made here to- 

day. 

The Wright company, which controls | 
all of the patents on aeroplanes secured 
by Orville Wright and his brother, the 
late Wilbur Wright, is capitalized at 
$1,000,000, of which $300,000 is outstand- 
ing. Orville Wright owns 97 per cent 
of the outstanding stock. The purchase 
trice could not be ascertained. 

It was also learned that Orville 
Wright, although disposing of his en- 
tire interest in the present Company, 
will become consulting engineer of a 
new aeroplane company which the syn- 
dicate will form. It was also stated that 
Wright will be a stockholder in the 
new company.

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TWOSTATUES AT JURY GIVES NEGRO 
THREE MONTHS FOR 


AISOING WHITE GIRL 


Grant Edwards Also Fined $50 
at Clayton and Again 
Takes an Appeal. 


Grant Edwards, negro barber, who 


formerly had a shop in Ferguson, was 
convicted in Judge Wurdeman’'s. court 


at Clayton today, 
kissing Miss Genevieve Boyce, 19 years 
old and white, when she called at his 
shop July 9 to have her hair treated. 
ie was sentenced to serve three months 
in jail and pay a fine of $60, but the 
sentence was stayed on the filing of a 
$500 appeal bond. 

The verdict was reached after the 
jury had considered the contradictory 
testimony of Edwards and the young 
woman for an hour and a half yester- 
day afternoon, and for two hours this 
morning. Eleven jurors favored con- 
viction yesterday, but Jesse O. Wilkin- 
son of Webster Groves, an artist, was 
unwilling yesterday to vote for con- 
viction. He withdrew his objection this 
morning and the verdict was obtained, 
the jurors afterward said, by averaging 
the punishment which the different 
members favored. 

Justice Chamblin of Ferguson, who 
first tried the case, had imposed a six 
months’ jail sentence and a $100 fine, the 
legal limit. 

Wilkinson told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that, on his first consideration of 
the case yesterday, it seemed to him 
merely the word of one person against 
another, and that he did not see his way 
clear to decide against the negro, in 
view of the negro’s previous good repu- 
tation. But thinking the case over later, 
he said, he gave more weight to the 
fact that Edwards’ wife had divorced 
him, as shown in testimony, and had 
charged him with boasting to her of 
having kissed other women. This, he 
said, finally caused him to agree with 
the other jurors on conviction. 

The young woman testified that she 
stopped at Edwards’ shop, on her way to 
work, to ask him about her hair, that he 
pinched her cheek, caWed her pretty and 
cute, and that as she got out of the 
chair he drew her toward him and kissed 
her. She went to her work, but that 
night she told her father of the occur- 
rence. 

Edwards denied having kissed Miss 
Boyce, or having acted improperly to- 
ward her. He said he told her to stop 
gain in the evening for an egg shampoo, 
and that he rubbed her cheeks, to 
heighten her color, as a part of his 
treatment. It was stated at the time of 
Fidwards’ arrest. that he was an ordained 
minister of the»negro Baptist Church. 
Since the incident, which aroused bitter 
feeling in Fetgiigon, he has removed to 
Kirkwood. © )

RESIGNS $100,000 
JB IN COMPANY 


“Disgusted”? With Recent Public 
Statements of Concern’s Head, 
James Couzins Says. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT Mich., Oct. 13.—James 


Couzens, vice president, general. man- 
ager and treasurer of the Ford Motor 
Co., whose resignation from these po- 
sitions was announced yesterday, gave 
up a salary of $100,000 a year when he 
ceased his activities in promoting the 
distribution of the Ford car. He also 
ended 13 years’ association with Henry 
Ford, with whom he split over the lat- 
ter’s views on peace and preparedness. 
Fifteen years ago Couzens was a car 
checker on the Michigan Central Rail- 
road; two years later he was employed 
as a bookkeeper for a coal company 
here. 

The first year that Couzens and Ford 
worked together the output of the fac- 
tory was about 1000 cars. When the 


its capital stock to $100/000,000 and dis- 
tribute a stock dividend, it was report- 
ed that Couzens received $5,000,000 as a 
dividend and $5,000,000 In new stock. It 
was afterwards found that a capital 
of such proportions was not permissible 
under Michigan’s corporation laws, and 
further action has been delayed in ex- 
pectation that an enabling act would be 
passed. From the 1000 cars a year the 
output has grown to more than 1000 
cars a day, and the huge plant in High- 
land Park now covers 58 acres and em- 
ploys more than 20,000 men. 

Member of Street Car Commission. 

Couzens is a member of the Detroit 
Street Ralway Commission, which 
evolved a plan for the purchase of the 
car lines by the city. 

Couzens will retain his interest in the 
firm and’ will remain a member of its 
board of directors. He has simply 
given up the active direction of the 
company’s affairs. This statement was 
made by Ford, who said there was no 
bitterness in the break between him- 
self and his general-maanger. Ford said 
he knew of no reason for Couzens’ ac- 
tion further’ than that. Couzens had 
said that Ford’s public utterances were 
the cause of the breach. 


Ford Makes Statement. 
“IT do not know what specific utter- 


ance Mr. Couzens meant,” said Ford, 
“but I presume he referred to my an- 
nounced intention to oppose piling up a 
hig armament in the country and to my 
disapproval of the Anglo-French loan. 
‘We are still friendly and I believe his 
action was based wholly on our differ- 
enée of opinion as to the expression of 
my ideas.”’ 

In a brief statement issued at his of- 
fice, Couzens said: “This has been brew- 
ing for more than a week. For some 
time I have disapproved of the manner 
in which Mr. Ford has been giving 
statements to the press. His statements 
on these and other matters disgusted me. 
I told him so and we had it out. What 
Mr. Ford has to say is considered by 
many to be of wide importance, because 
the public eye is always on him. The 
friendly relations that have existed be. 
tween us for years have been changed 
of late.”

Professor Tells How Moslems 
Are Rapidly Decimating the 
Asiatic Christians. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.~Ambassador 
Morgenthau has beén directed to in- 
quire of the Turkish Foreign Office, it 
was leamed today, 48 to whether con- 
cessions fegarding exemption from 
prosecution of Protestant and Catholic 
Atmenians were being carried out.

‘“Dveryone,” the committee explairis, 
“familiar with the temper and spirit of 
Turkey at the present time Will readily 
understand why his fame and more par- 
ticulare as to the-places cannot be civen 
té the public now.” 

The Writer says that duritig the last 
week in April the professor of Armenian 
at his ¢ollege Was arrested and impris- 
ened With % othér sromient Armefii- 
ans. Larter he Was wken to Sivas, 
where he died. On June B&B many of 
the leading Men of the city includifig 
Profesapts Hagopian and Manasdjian, 
Were taken to the soldier’ barrac*s 
until the total mtimbered 1215. ‘ 

Murderera Set Upon Victims. 

“At a place three hotire distan®fsom 
the city,. on a lonely feed leading te 
Zileh, all of thése Men were brutally 
slain by thé géndarmes and by niéen 
oalied chettehs. Chettehs are murderers 
released from prison for the express 
purpdse of preying off Armenians.”

“A Government officer,’’ the letter 
céhntinued, “declared that the destina- 
tion of the exiles was t6 be Mosul, a 
city about 500 or 600 miles distant In the 
desétt régionsof Mesopotatiia. The 
gamé official declared that it Was prac- 
tically impossible that’ any of the peo- 
ple should ever reach this place. 

‘The town of Samsoun was similarly 
emptied of its Armenian population, 
aiso Amasia, Vezir; Kopra, Chorun and 
all other townd and villages in the vi- 
cinity 6f Marsovan. 

Many Dying From Hunger. 

‘The last of August along the Ané- 
tolian Railway from Angora to Conh- 
stantindple I saw 50,000 Armenians scat- 
teréd in the fields and at stations along 
thé road without adequate supply of 
tood and fio meAns of shelter. At Mer- 
kedjie aloné the station master told us 
there wéré 30,000 exiles. Many were 
weak froti hunger, 6thérs almost dead.” 

The writer says that the American 
Consuls seid that the Turkish Govern- 
ment intended to exterminate the Ar- 
menians. 

‘They further said,"’ the professor 
continues, “that when the Armenians 
were disposed of, the Greeks would be 
similarly trédted and after that all 
other foreigners.

They Guaranteed $200,000 of 
$600,000 Transaction by 
Commonwealth Institution. 


The suit of the Commonwealth Trust 
Co., filed Monday, to collect $10,000 from 
the estate of James Green, who was a 
director of the trust company, reveals 
that the individual members of the 
board of directors personally guaran- 


teed to the extent of $200,000 a $600,000 
loan which the trust company made to 
E. A. Tennis and B. M. McCue and the 
Kansas Construction and Irrigation Co. 
The guaranty was made by the direct- 
ors after a bank exhminer had criti- 
cised the loan as being excessive. The 
loan was investigated by A. N. Ed- 
wards, president of the trust company, 
and W. C. Fordyce, and approved by 
a Me of directors. 
hen the bank examiner insisted that 

the loan shéuld not have been for more 
than $400,000, the directors all signed 
a guarantee for certain amounts. Green, 
according to the petition filed in the 
suit, agreed to stand good for $10,000. 
The other indorsers were: A. N. E,li- 
wards, W. C. Fordyce, Sam Lazarus 
and Edward F. Goltra, $25,000 each;. Ed- 
ward lL. Preetorius, Tom Randolph, 
Samuel W. Fordyce Jr., C. R. Scudder, 
Elias Michael, M. B. Wallace and Otto 
F. Stifel, $10,000 each, and E. H. Sim- 
mons and Edward Hidden, $5000 each. 
The loan was obtained to build a 
short railroad in Kansas. Tennis, Mc- 
Cue and the construction company all 
failed. The Commonwealth was forced 
to foreclose on its mortgage, and took 
over the property and is now operating 
it. It is asserted in the petition that 
the losses on the loan were in excess 
of $200,000, and that the directors who 
signed the guarantee are responsible to 
the trust company for the amount for 
which they indorsed. 
The directors of the trust company 
were not in any way interested in the 
Kansas enterprise, and merely indorsed 
the note to protect the trust company 
from any losses. Surtt, & is said, will be 
filed against all the directors who do 
not pay up the amount of their guar- 
antee. The loan was made in 1912. 

The trust company is in process of 
liquidation, its business having been ab- 
sorbed by the Guardian Trust Co.

Pe L, Schwartz, chairman of 
the Aldermanic committee investi- 
gating the feasibility of a municipal 
electric light plant, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that he thought 
A. C. Binstein’s statement that it 
would cost the city $30,000,000 to du- 


plicate the Union Electric plant was 
preposterous. 

Einstein, the yice- president and 
general manager of‘Union Electric, 
made this estimate yesterday when 
he told the committee that the North 
American, holding company for the 
Union Electric, would be willing to 
sell the Union Electric to the city 
if the city finally decides to embark 
into the electricity business. 
“Binstein mentioned the amount of 
Union Electric bonds outstanding at 
$17,000,000 and the outstanding common 
etock as $9,885,000," chairman Schwartz 
said. “But this is no criterion of the 
company’s value. A much better in- 
Gication of the United Electric's value 
is the report of the St. Louis Public 
Service Commission, made Jan. 1, 1911, 
ir. which th@commissior. found the phy- 
sical properties, that went into the earn- 
ing value to be allowed to the company, 
were worth less than $18,000,000.

Ertle has claimed that ‘Williams 
was gaunt-eyed, hollow-cheeked and 
weak from making too low a weight 
for that bout, ahd chose the lesser 
ef two methods of defeat by losing 
eon a foul. 

That has been Ertle’s claim, and 
he came here last night to demon- 
etrate his right to title and posses- 
tion of the Shampionship. For tha 
burpose he used Jifhmy Pappas, an 
it is doubtful if he. could have se- 
cured anyone who would have served 
that purpose any better. 


Pappas Not Afraid. 


Pappas held no féar of Ertle,. and 
in the véry beginning of the first 
round he served notice of what might 
be expected by swinging the St. Paul 
boy off ne Af ae a bunch of 
punches that Catme with swiftness 
and tinex ectedness. It was several 
seconds after this before Ertie could 
get os hey when he did ‘here fol- 
lowed xchange of solid. blows 
so fast “that they could not be fol-

at time ry Pappas beat a 
manner retreat. He gave way, Sutche'} 
gave as little ground in doing so as Was 
possible. As he fell back before the 
heavier artillery of his youthful oppo- 
nent he kept up a cross-firé that made 
open rushes too careless a procedure to 
undertake. Ertle always advanced, and 
never failed to crowd when possible, 
but there were times wher he had to 
depend upon his ability to assimilate 
punishment for doing so. It was nho- 
ticed, however, that he stood this test 
well, ahd there was never a time when 
the punches of Pappas appeared to have 
him weak or uncertain 

It was @ wonderful exhibition ‘ of 
scientific boxing given by both—no bet- 
ter has beeh seen hére in many a day. 
It is €@oubtful if either khew more than 
the other—but Eftle was stronger. The 
St. Paul boxer stood up under punish- 
ment better, and he dealt it out With 
continuity. He bent to his work at 
close quarters, and his*’arms worked 
like piston rods so long as Pappas 
stood in front and within reach. Or, 
at long range, he seemed to enjoy slug- 
ging, and invited exchanges of this 
sort. 


Pappas as Clever as Ertle. 


Pappas was always willing, and just 
as clever, but his strength and cool 
precision of distance and opportunity 
Was not the equal of Ertle’s. Pappas 
showed this a humber of times by. 
swinging wild, not much, but enough to. 
miss. In the exchange of straight coun- 
ters, Pappas had to eee way before 
the heavier punch. hen they. both 
landed simultaneously with long swings, 
it was Pappas who had to step si mv 
ways to keep his footing. Pappas 
feigned grogginess in the fourth and 
Afth rounds, but he really was stag- 
gered a few times. His pretense in the

PRECAUTI AGAINST DIPHTHERI/- 

The possibility that diphtheria may be more 
prevalent than usual during the coming winter, 
suggests that the city and the people should do all 
that is indicated by modern knowledge towards 
educing its ill effects to the minimum. 

On the part of the oity, the necessary amount 
of antitoxin should be obtained and kept in read- 
iness. The Commissioner of Health for Chicago 
reported that in the eight years before the anti- 
toxin treatment was general, the annual mortal- 
ity from diphtheria in that city was 12.45 per 10,- 
000 of population; in the eight years following it 
was only 4.55 per 100,000 of population. And, as 
diphtheria is classed among the filth diseases, 
pains should be taken to keep the city clean. ©x- 
tra precautions should be taken in schdéols and 
public’ buildings. 

Individuals, especially those responsible for the 
welfare of children, should ‘be on guard 
against infection. The disease is spread by tak- 
ing into the throat or mouth the germr scattered 
by infected persons in sneezing, coughing, or by 
contact with such persons. This suggests the 
prompt isolation of patients, as soon as the dis- 
ease makes its appearance. Parents should keep 
in touch with physicians and follow their direc- 


tions to the letter.

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Disease After He Had Been 
Bitten by Insect. 


Dr. John C. Helper, 56 years old, has 
been facing death for the past 10 days 
at his home \n. Benbow. City, Til., from 
an attack of the dreaded, digegase, an- 
.thrax, which his physician thinks re- 
sulted from an Insect bite sustained 
while fishing in Wood River. 

Dr. Helper’s case is similar to that of 
George F. Stackpole, the attorney, who 
is facing death from the same disease in 
New York City. A new untested. animal 
serum was rushed from Wastington to 
Bellevue Hospital, New York, to be uséd 
in Stackpole’s case in hope that the rav- 
ages of the disease might be conqueréd. 

Dr. J. T. Kessinger of Alton, Dr. Hel- 
per’s physician, today said he has not 
applied for any of the serum, as its re- 
sults have not been definitely. estab- 
lished in any case, He said that he 
would continue the established treat- 
ment, i. e., to cauterize the ‘cavity in 
‘the neck, caused by removal of dead 
flesh, every 15 minutes,. withe bichloride 
of mercury, and to give the patient 
an internal dose of tincture of echina- 
cea every half hour. 

Dr. Helper said that while fishing 
he noticed the carcasses of a number 
of dead horses and cows about him. 
Suddenly he was bitten severely by an 
insect, and by the next day a huge 
ump, resembling a carbuncle, had 
arisen on his neck. This went down 
by nightfall, and the morning the 
skin was black and dead, but other 
little bumps were rtsing. These have 
since gone down. 

Dr. Kessinger has removed ‘the dead 
flesh daily, a section as big tn diam- 
eter as the bottom of an ordinary 
‘drinking glass, and one inch deep 
having been cut out. 

Death in anthrax cases results usual- 
ly from strangulation. 

Dr. Helper is suffering very little, and 
almost each day has sat up and read 
the paper, and discussed ‘‘old . times’ 
with his wife, who has been constantly 
at his side, acting as nurse. She has 
almost broken down under the strain. 

Dr.. Kessinger said that he thought 
he had checked the disease, but could 
not say whether Helper would live.
